Wood Gray of the history depart- 
ment and will be formally intro- 
duced by speakers who will dis- 
cuss the importance of four men 
in connection with the subject. 

Dr. C. B. Garnett of the philoso- 
phy department will speak on Rene 
Descartes, Dr. Colin Mackall of 
the chemistry department on Robert 
Boyle, Mr. M. C. Seiklnd of the 
Library of Congress on William 
Harvey, and Mr. Frederick E. 
Braseh, national secretary of the 
History tit Science society on Isaac 
Newton. 

Outgrowth of Meeting 

The seminar camfe as an out- 
growth of the Washington - Balti- 
more chapter meeting of the His- 
tory of Science Society on Oct. 15 
when the University acted os host. 
Following addresses by Dr. J. C. 
Merriam, president of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, and Dr. 
John E. Couch, president of this 
chapter of the history soctety. on 
"Relations of History of Science to 
Universities" and "Society of Ar- 
ceull"; Dr. Raymond J. Seeger, as- 
sistant professor of physics, pro- 
posed the seminar Idea which was 
Immediately approved by those as- 
sembled. 

Dr. Seeger maintained that Wash- 
ington, a city in > which scientific 
information is available from sci- 
entific organizations and where so 
many men of science are gathered,

G REAT as was the variety of th» 
program of the Philadelphia 
Orchestra Tuesday, surprisingly 
enough this did not detract from 
its unity.

for freedom and an unearthly 
clarity. 

Those of us who have learned to 
appreciate so much the stringency 
and dramatic power of Leopold Sto- 
kowski might have missed that in 
the conducting of Eugene Ormandy, 
Who gave more softness and less 
force. However, as different as his 
leadership is, his technique is ex- 
cellent. 

Perhaps Bach himself did not 
mean to be as colorful as Ormandy 
presented him in the playing of tho 
Prelude and Fugee in F minor, 
originally written for the organ and 
transcribed for orchestra by Cur- 
cien Callliet. Played by an enfiri 
orchestra with full strength ths 
Prelude loses some of its original 
quality and gets a different force.

Independents Set Example 

'I'HE Independent Men’s Organization, whose 

purpose is to enable unaffiliated men to become 
organized, to secure representation in activities, and 
to demonstrate value of useful projects on campus, 
is today setting a precedent in submitting to The 
Hatchet for publication an itemized list of receipts 
and disbursements in connection with the coopera- 
tive student book exchange, which it operated at the 
beginning of the semester. Not only should we 
commend this group for its businesslike manner, 
but we consider it a duty to urge all student- 
operated organizations handling money to follow 
this example. 

The publication of such a statement has at least 
three valuable features. It protects the organiza- 
tion and its officers against unjust, false rumors. A 
check would be placed upon the officers of the or- 
ganization which would tend to prevent misuse of 
money in case a dishonest student should be chosen 
to hold an office of trust. The student body would 
also be given some idea as to use and disposition of 
funds acquired by organizations for expense pur- 
poses as the result of student support. Financial af- 
fairs are always of primary importance and inter- 
est, especially to those patrons of organizations who 
think they do not receive full value tor their money 
because they are not fully aware of the overhead 
involved. 

Perhaps the Student Council might consider go- 
ing on record as being In favor of all campus or- 
ganizations making public a brief, itemized financial 
statement. The Council would also be justified in 
adopting a motion making mandatory a public an- 
nouncement of the present and future Councils' 
finances.

That this device was not resorted 
to marks the achievement of one 
Union objective, i.e., that of throw- 
ing light, however weakly, on the 
underlying Issue or basic differ- 
ences among the parties, and throw- 
ing false issues into the waste 
basket. If this principle can be 
definitely established in Union par- 
ty activity, a worthy precedent will 
be set down not qnly for our more 
experienced elder* in the national 
political arena as well as for our- 
selves, but also In the more petty 
campus government contests. 

In addition, there has been a 
lively exchange of personalities to 
the neglect of the major Issues. 
Such emphasis and partisan ex- 
change seems to me to be not only 
stupid, but detrimental to the Un- 
ion ideal of “emphasis on policy, not 
on personality”. 

The Hatchet Is to be commended 
for attempting to preserve this 
Ideal. Attacks on personalities are 
permlssable only when critics are 
Interested in getting at the facts, 
and enabling voters to judge the 
probable fitness of any candidate 
for high office. As the Washington 
Post states, “Delving into past rec- 
ords simply to unearth episodes 
that may prejudice a candidate’s 
chances of success, for reasons not 
related to his personal flltnass Is, 
fortunately, no longer a popular 
sport”. 

President-elect Doolan has at- 
tempted at all times to maintain 
that issues should be placed above 
personalities, and that labels are 
not to be the substitute for party 
activity and a determination by 
thoughtful consideration the real 
issues among the parties in the 
Union. 

Doolan should be accorded every 
support and >ncouragement consist- 
ent with the realization of party 
objectives so that the Union can 
rise above the morass of petty par- 
tisanship that may in time threaten 
the Union, and that Is threaten- 
ing democracy Itself. 

The student body ought to real- 
ize that the Union accords to them 
the privilege of registering their 
sentiments on national and interna- 
tional affairs— something which this 
campus has lacked for years— and 
take part in Union activity by join- 
ing one of the parties.

” tity, Masons Should Rise 
To Their Responsibility. 

^HILE the campus has busied itself about auch 
thing? as fraternity rushing, football dances, 
and red-baiting, and the campus press has featured 
such things as the Union, the Band, and its Presi- 
dential poll of students, a situation of more import 
than all these combined has arisen in the University. 

Blessed with darn few endowments, the Univer- 
sity is facing the possible loss of one of these in the 
School of Government, that of the National League 
of Masonit Clubs, which endows three chairs of 
various phases of the foreign service. 

... The local Maaonic Club, Which has lapsed Into 
inactivity and has been suspended by the National 
League, is the focal point in the drive for retention 
of the chairs. The report Is that Dr. Marvin is 
urging, that reorganization be pushed as rapidly as 
possible. And this seems probable, since it is the 
inactivity of Masons here which it supposed to heat 
the foot of the trouble now. 

The President was visited last May by a com- 
mittee from the League, which asked that an en- 
dorsement of its Educational Foundation be made 
by the Board of Trustees over Dr. Marvin’s signa- 
ture. This endorsement was given by the Board 
and was delivered at the National Convention of 
the League by Dr. Marvin: 

"BE IT RESOLVED, That Ike Board of Trai- 
lers of the George IV ashington University express 
their belief in Ike fine statement made by the Na- 
tional League of Masonic Clubs that it could not 
undertake as a national organisation a greater mis- 
sion than to provide the means of endowing chairs 
of foreign service in an undenominational college 
where the Masonic youth of our nation can at a 
small cost obtain the necessary training to qualify 
them to properly represent our government in for- 
eign landt. 

"AND FURTHER BE IT RESOLVED, 
That the Board of Trustees express its appreciation 
and thanks for the support that the National League 
of Masonic Clubs has given to the furtherance Of 
such work in the George IVashington University.

FIVE HUNDRED or more student,, faculty- 
membert, md towns-folk crowded into the gym- 
nssium Saturday afternoon for the play-by-play 
account of the Rice football game and stifled cheers 
as the Colonials made bid after bid for the tying 
or winning points and failed in the attempt. 

Aa autumnal shadows crept over the campus into 
the gymnasium and smoke curled lazily toward the 
tin roof of the tabernacle, all that was needed to 
make the occasion an ideal football party was a 
victory for the Colonials, a bottle of Scotch, and one 
other thing. 

That one thing, noticed by the sponsoring organ- 
ization, Rousera, and commented upon by others in 
attendance, was the small percentage of students in 
the crowd.

What must the faculty and townsfolk who were 
in attendance think? 
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Music Courses Needed 

F IS already a known fact that the George Wash- 
ington University is rapidly making great strides 
in its numerous educational fields. Yet there is a 
definite need for a music department at our Univer- 
sity. Perhaps because IVashington itself has never 
been a too-musical city, there has not been a great, 
demand for music here. Nevertheless, there are 
many students from other state, who are interested 
in music courses, and we know of several instances 
of students who are eager to take auch courses. 

As music is making gigantic progress in second- 
ary schools throughout the country — why shouldn’t 
this be carried on in universities and colleges? Many 
leading universities dffer degrees in music, even 
graduate work, while this University offers not 
even one course in music appreciation. 

Since music is one of the foremost of all the fine 
arts, and since the University does include painting 
and dancing, it is unfortunate that muaic cannot be 
offered, as well as correlated with these. 

IVashington is rising musically, and if the Uni- 
versity would do its part by offering at least a few 
music courses, we would help better not only our 
own school, but our city.
